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Lorpox, August —The majority’ of the 
French papers comment very unfavorably on 
the action of the British in occupying the 
Suez canal. M. DeLessep telegraphs from 
Port Said that a modus vivendi has been 
established permitting the regular traffic of 
Suez canal te proceed. He says he wili be 
able to return to Paris shortly. An official 
telegram from Port Said announces that the 
Suez cfénal company has resumed the 
working of the canal. General Woiseley 
telegraphed yesterday from Ismailia 
as follows: We have saved enough carriages 
to make a train, but have no engines. The 
troops are landing as fast as possible. A dis- 
patch from Port Said to Reuter’s telegraph 
company says the English occupy both banks 
of the canal at Kantard. The troops have 
taken possession of the telegraph lines at Ela- 
rish. The British force which occupied 
Nefich, after the flight of the Egyptians,found 
several soldiers lying dead and’ a number of 
dismounted guns ready for removal into the 
interior by the railway. Rear Admiral Hos- 
kins has gone to Ismailia and Rear Admiral 
Sullivan has succeeded him at Port Said.

The Daily News has the following: Alex- 
andria, August 22.—The gunboat Condor 
wentto Aboukir this morning and returned 
this evening. She reports that the Achilles 
is the only man of war in the bay, the sultan 
having gone to Damietta. Flags of truce 
were flying from all the Aboukir forts, which 
appeared to be almost deserted. A party of 
fifty Bedouins crept up last night and pil- 
layed two villages in the vicinity of Meks.

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THE CONG MURDERS. 


Ten of the Prisoners Identified as Being the Guilty 
Parties. 

Desurs, August 22.—In the commoners 
court to-day Patrick Walsh was found guilty 
of the murder of Martin Lydenin April, 1881, 
and was sentenced by Judge Lawson to be 
hanged Septembe. 20th. Lord Spencer 
has declined to hold inquiry into the con- 
duct of the jury who convicted Hynes, 
but he intends to examine the affidavits 
submétted to him in that case in order: to as- 
certain if sufficient crounds exist for interfer- 
ing with the due course of the law. The 
Cong police have found three eye witnesses 60 
the massacre of the Joyce family. They 
have positively identified ten of the 

risoners, and another witness 
identified four of the ten as having been over- 
heard plotting the murder. Tie police Cong 
believe the tragedy to be the direct outcome of 
the secret societies, with which the west of 
Ireland is permeated. The witnesses are 
under police protection and. their names are 
withheld.

The Generals Who Are at the Head of the English in 
Egypt. 

Of the generals who command the expedi- 
tion Sir Garnet Joseph Wolseley, G. C. B, G. 
©. M. G., sun of Major G. J. Wolseley, of the 
Twenty-fifth regiment of foot, was born at 
Golden Bridge House, near. Dublin, June 4, 
1435, and entered the army as ensign in 1552. 
Hie first saw service, «ays the London Times, 
in the Burmese war of 1 after which he 
distinguished himself in the Crimea and was 
He 
gained distinction also in the Indian mutiny 
and Chinese war. As deputy quartermaster 
general in Canada he commended the Red 
River expedition, and subsequently; in 1873, 
was sent out to direct the operations against 
the Ashantee tribes. For his services. there 
he received the thanks of parliament. -The 
next occasion on which Sir Garnet saw active 
service was in 1879, when he conducted the 
Operations against Secocoeni, whose strong- 
huld be destroyed. Sir Garnet, besides his 
military employment, has held ciyil posts 
under the national office. In 1874 be was 
dispatched to Natal to administer the govern- 
mentof that colony; in 1876 was appointed a 
member of the council of india and in 1873 
the administrator of the islaud of Cyprus. In 
1879 Sir Garnet went out as high commission- 
er of the Transvaal and Nutal, and reorgan- 
ized the affairs of Zululand. Coming home 
in 1850 he was appointed quartermaster gen- 
eral of the horse guards and has lately suc- 
ceeded Sir Charles Ellis as adiutant general 
of the army. 

Sir Edward Hamley, R. A., K. C. M. G., C. 
B., who has been appointed to the command 
of the second division. served in the Crimean 
campaign of 185455, including the affairs of 
Bulganac and MeKenzie’s farm, the battle of 
the Alma, where his horse was shot; Balak- 
lava. and Inkerman, where his horse was 
killed; the siege and fall of Sebastopol and 
repulse of the sortie on the 26th of October, 
1854, when he was mentioned in dispatches.

THE LINE CLOSED AGAINST 
MEXICAN REFUGEES. 


The Danger to Texas from Tramps from the Infected 
Districts—A Quarantine Ordered Against a)! 
Persons and Freight from Points of Dan- 
ger—Yesterday’s Deaths, E'c., Etc, 


WasHinoton, August 22.—The surgeon gen- 
eral of the marine hospital ‘service to-day re- 
ceived the following telegram from Arthur 
E. Spobn, surgeon of the marine hospital 
service at Corpus Chrisci, Texas: ‘‘As soon as 
the yellow fever was declared in Matamoras 
and Brownsvilie this city enforced a strict 
quarantine against those’ cities and vicinity, 
and also requested the two Laredos and all 
places on the line of the Texas and Mexican 
railway, running between Corpus Christi 
and Laredo, to quarantine immedi 
ately. The quarantine as now established 


cuts off all communication between Browns- 
ville and the rest of thes ate by land. The 
hospital at Aransas pass was burned a few 
days ago. There is no shelter there for the 
sick, nor proper boat for service. A steam tug 
is necessary for the health officer there. We 
need tents, provisions and medicine. at once 
at our local stations, where many refugees 
from Brownsville are now under guard with- 
out shelter. We had official notice yesterday 
from Brownsville of large numbers of refugees 
coming this way, and more from Tampico 
have landed at Bagdad, Mexico, who will fol- 
low. The danger to Texas is by land, 
there being no communication by water now 
with Brownsville. We need a hospital to ac- 
commodate sick seamen.’ AN answer was 
sent to-day by the surgeon general of the 
marine hospital, as follows: ‘‘As soon as pos- 
sible a close cordon will surround Brownsville 
to prevent infected persons and baggage from 
leaving the city. There will be no necessity 
for anything but inspection stations at Corpus 
Christi. The stations can be = man- 
aged by the ordinary .guards. You 
will be informed wher Brownsville isinvested. 
One hospital tent will be shipped. Surgeon- 
Ge eral Hamilton received a telegram from 
Acting Collector Goodrich, of Brownsville, 
Texas, this afternoon, stating that there were 
fifty-four new cases and four deaths from yel- 
‘low fever since the last report.

pistol shot wound inflicted by the prisoner, 
such killing is murder, and it matters not 
which party to the combat actually, in point 
of time, fired the first shot. Sixth—-Words of 
insult or reproach, if acted by one not in the 
heat of passion, or aftersufficient time for coul- 
ing had elapsed, ure no excuse or justification 
for homicide, and don’t serve to reduce the 
homicide from murder to manslaughter, 
Seventh—The court further instructs the jury 
that all malicious killing is murder, and in 
the case of homicide malice is evidenced by 
the deliberate selection and use of a deadly 
weapon, by preconcerted hostile meeting, 
notitied or threatened by the slayer, or by his 
acting en & previous quarrel or grudge, and 

oO provocation or worus or gesture, however 
abusive, threatening or insulting, can re- 
duce the killing to manslaughter. 

A GENERAL EXCEPTION NOTED. 

To all of the above instructions the counsel 
for defense took exceptious. The court fur- 
ther instructed the jury in substance as fol- 
lows: Eighth—That ‘the law presumes every 
man innocent till he is proved guilty. Ninth 
—The burden of prvuof is on the common- 
wealth. Tenth—That the prisoner must have 
the benefit of every reasonable doubt. Eley- 
enth, twelfth and thirteenth —The person at- 
tacked with a deadly weapon by anotticr, or 
threatened with a deadly attack through no 
wrongful act of his own, may defend dimself 
to the extent of taking life if necessary, and 
said -killing is justifiable homicide. Four- 
tecenth—A man may repel force by force in 
the defense of his person or property, but the 
force or violence used must not be excessive, 
butonly sufficient to repel the attack and 
free the party attacked from emt!nent.danger. 
Fifteenth—fhat if the jury shali have any 
rational doubt as to any important fact nec- 
essary ‘oO convict the accused of any oflense 
whatever, they are bound to give the accused 
the benefit of that doubt. Sixteenth—lf, 
upon the whole evidence in the case, there 
be any rational hypothesis consistent’ with 
the conciusion that the homicide was excusa- 
ble or justifiable, the accused cannot be con- 
victed, . 

THE ARGUMENT OPENED 

After the reading of the instructions it was 
agreed that Mr. Orgain should ge for the 
commonwealth and Mr. A. H. Taylor, of 
Baltimore, and Judge Drury A. Hinton, of 
Petersburg, should close for the prosecution, 
At 11:15 o’clock the argument was com- 
menced by Mr. Orgain. He began his remarks 
by saying that he had no prejudice for or 
against the prisoner and reterred to the 
great responsibility resting upon the 
jury. His argument went to 
show the deliberate purpose of Garland by 
saying to Addisonin his note: “I will attend 
to you in due season, you infernal low lived 
scoundrel; in providing’ himself with wea 
pons, in securing and arming Boswell and 
Roach, and sending after Addison. At 11:50 
o'clock the court took recess, After the re- 
cess Mr. Orgain resumed his argument, which 
was concluded at 4:30.

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 
From the Selma Times. 

Hon, Jno. W. Johnson and Mr. R. H. 
Temple, both of Virginia, respectively vice- 
president and chief engineer of the Georgia 
Pacific Railroad, reached the city yesterday 
morning from Atlanta and took rooms at the 
St. James hotel for a short stay before leaving 
for Columbus, Mississippi, on the afternoon 
A. C. train. Soon after dinner the last named 
gentleman was seen by the Times reporter 
and agreeably submitted to a short interview. 
The points discussed were his road, its inter- 
ests, and the.work done and to be done on it. 
He premised his statements by explaining 
that the cessation of work at Columbus and 
the leaving of the” contractors with their 
trains, hands and implements, as record- 
ed in these columns some veeks 
ago. was due to a very easily conceived 
circumstance, a lack of money, but he 
continued, while asmile of satisfaction lit 
up his countenance: °‘‘Three millions of the 
bonds have lately been negotiated in London 
and uo more stoppage wil! occur until the 
work is completed and the 460 miles built 
from Greenville, on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi, to Atlanta.”’” He gavea brief sketch of 
the work already done which includes 45 
miiles west from Atlanta, 20 miles east from 
Columbus, and 50 ules east from Greenville, 
and said that the line to Anniston is in such a 
State that with the present ferce of hands 
the connection with the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia at that point will be 
made early in October, and a regular schedule 
put onthen. All the work has been let 
and there is littl doubt but Birmingham 
will be reached in August, 1883. Twenty 
miles moreon the Columbus portion will be 
completed by January Ist, and as several 
thousand hands are being pushed vo their ut- 
termost, every month will see great additions 
to their great road. When completed it will 
penetrate the most important iron centres of 
this state and of the south, Birmingham and 
Anniston with their limitless surrounding 
ore beds, and will pass directly through the 
Coosa, Cahaba and Warrior coal fields, thus 
helping in a way of incalculable value to open 
up and develop our grand state. Mr. Temple 
was Jast in Selma in the spring of 18553, 
twenty-nine years ago, and hardly recognized 
the place as 1t stands today. He recalls to 
mind, as making the greatest impression on 
him,several splendid artesian wells that stood 
in the center of Broad street, and recollects 
vividly his stage riding to and from Selma on 
his way from Mississippi to Georgia. He little 
thought as he jostied along over the uneven 
roads of those days that in after years he 
would be passing over the same stretch of 
country as the head of the construction de- 
partment of a large railroad. Time works 
wonders. :

FAYETTEVILLE, August 21.—Mr. Rgghmond 
Dorman is one of the best known and most 
extensive bee raisers in the state, and his 
honey is famous. Your correspondent met 
him the other day, and he referred to several 
articles on bees and honey which have lately 
been reprinted in Tuk Constitution, and in 
talking he told the following, which may be 
of interest: “‘‘Bees can be controlled net by 
magic, but by smoke. We must us2 smoke 
freely but prudently. In the midst of a 
good honey season we can control bees much 


easier than when no honey is coming in, but 
we must control them notwithstanding. It is 

done by carefully raising the top board of the 

hive with a strong knife or chisel.’ So soon as | 
you have raised it sufficiently blow in a little 
smoke, sometimes more sometimes leas, 

then lift the board off the hive, set it on the 

ground leaning against the hive. Then you 

have all the frames in full view, and then we 

are ready to look through the whole hive by 

lifting out one framie atatime. How are we 

to have a good smoke? By getting two pieces 

of rotten wood, that will burn freely, about 

the size of your wrist six or eight inches long 

with a live coal between them. Increasing 

by-artificially swarming is done in different 
woke One way isto move a strong colony a 
rod or two from its stand and place an empty + 
hive in its place. Putinto this empty hive 
two or three frames of brood from a hive that 
has a good queen from. which you wish to 

breed. The frames of brood must contain 
eggsand larvae which will build cells and 

raise a queen. When she is impregnated and 

is laying then you have an artificial swarm, 
Another way to make artificial swarms 

is to take three frames cf brood and bees from 

astrong colony that has a good:queen. Set 

therein a miniature hive that is made for that 
yurpose—one will hold only three frames. 

Jothis about noon. Put on the top board. 

Tack a piece of wire.cloth over the entrance. 

Place them a few hundred yards from the 
other bees. Let them remain closed until 
about dark. Then open the entrance and 
they will luild cells and raise a queen. 

When she bas met the drone and has com- 
menced laying, lift the three frames out. 
Place them in a standard hive. Set it in the 
place of the miniature hive. Give them a 
frame or two of brood. — Fill the balance of 
space with empty frames; then we have an- 
other artificial swarm, and if the 
queen is __ prolific we will soon 
have a full. hive. Surplus honey 
is obtained only from strong aalaasion. Hagy 
are we to have them strong? In _ the first 
place we must have a good frame hive. Next 
we must have a prolific queen, and next we 
must see that our bees go*into winter quar- 
ters with enough honey to dothem all winter 
and early spring; then we may expect suc- 
cess if honey is in the flowers. The next 
thing to be done is take the top board from 
the hiye with frames forsurplus honey. This 
box may be the same size of the hive, but not 
so deep. Six or seven inches will be enough. . 
Let the drames in this surplus honey box 
come within three-eighths of an inch of the 
frame inthe hive. We want straight combs. 

We can have them straight and nice by at- 

taching a strip of comb foundation to the top 
bar of each frame. Worms are very destruc- 

tive to bees when once tney get a_ hold 

in the hive. Therefore, we need a_ prevent- 
ive. Whatis a preventive? A frame hive 
and a strong coluny of beesis a perfect success 
against mothin bees. At this point I will 

say that my opinion is that there are many 

frame hives in use thatare poorthings. IL use 
a modification of the Langstroth hive, which 

is plain and simple in its construction. I do 
not use moth traps and Kankered brass to 
keep worms out. | repeat the assertion that 

strong colonies is a necessity it we succeed in 

bee culture and a prolific queen. We must 
have strong colonies. :

An Exp'esion that Oecurred in the Earth at Shoe 
Creek Many Years Ago. }

THE WORK OF SOUTHERN WOMEN. 
rom the Atlanuc Monthly. 

Ameng the most important features of the educa- 
tional work now going on in the south is one which, 
from its nature, can have ittle public recognition. 
Il reierto the personal missionary etforts of the 
women ot the leading white families for the im 
provementof the common people of both races in 
theirown cqnmunities. In many places, where 
the menare discouraged and depressed by the 
greatness of the work which needs to be done for 
the people around them, the feebleness of their re- 
sources, and the unfavorabie conditiofs under 
which all such efforts must be made, there area

iew women who feel that something must be done, 
aud wo are circulating every scrap of reading mat 
ter thet they can obtain; are. advising, instructing 
and encouraging the colored girls when they can 
obtain any hold upon them; are trying to inspire 
and strengthen the young men of both races to re- 
sistthe evil influences about them; and are, in 
short, reconstruc’ ing society by the old, slow, best 
method of personal effort and intluence. i have’ 
rarely found anywhere earnestuess greater than 
theirs, or a clearer sense of the daugers to society 
from ignorance and immorality. The appalling 
inagnitude of thm evils against which they contend, 
and the pathetic slenderness of their meansof war- 
fare, would deeply im ssany thoughtful persom 
v ho eould observe [aos ire them, asl had op 
portunity to-do in many places. 

In several towns and co untry® 1¢ighborhoods 
these women are forming reading circles and clubs, 
aud trying to prepare the way for theestablishment 
of small public libraries. No doubt much reading 
matier could be sent to them, if I could give the 
names of persons to whom it should be directed. 
But that is not yet practicable. Such publicity 
wou.d, in Many instances, very seriously cripple 
this good work or, indeed, render it impossible. 
Such work must be, especialiy in the south, under 
existing conditions, private anud_personal, in the 
earlier stages of its devel pment. but 
every person who has opportunity to 
send readiug matier to any one in the 
south who will receive and distribute it ought to 
do so, as in this re spect the destitution is ve ry great 
almost everywhere, exceptin the larger towns and 
cities. ““Anythinug to read’ which is not mischiev- 
ous or utterly worthless, books or Mag nZ) es, Will 
be acceptable and useful. but it is not usually 
worth while to send old schuol-vooks. They can 
scarcely be of much use anywhere. I find that 
many of them have been seut to the suuth, ap 
parently te get them outof the way, or perhaps 
with @ vague notion that things worthless e lsewhere 
wight be valuable in that it beuig rnted region.

‘‘Where does the supply principally come from?’” 

‘From this state, though I have received consign- 
ments from Ohio, Michigan aud Illinois. There 
was a Very good crop last year. We have not had a 
failure since 1862. Of course prices will go up. 
White comb houey is worth about 20 to 24 cents @ 
pound, aud dark honey 15centsand upwards. Ex- 
tracted honey runs about 18 cents for dark and 13 
for white.. Extracted honey is that which has been 
taken from the comb so that the comb may be used 
again, You can thus get three pounds of extracted 
to one of comb honey. It would be more advanta- 
geous to both buyer and seller to deal in the ex- 
tracted article, but you can dever depend on it, as 
itis much adulterated.”’
